Release the demolition permit upon completion of a City of Austin Documentation Package
consisting of photographs of all four elevations, a dimensioned sketch plan, and a narrative
history of the property. The house has neither the architectural nor the historical
significance to warrant individual designation as a historic landmark, but staff would
encourage the applicant to consider relocation and re-use of the house.
